HOSPITALS. 

(1)  TUBERCULOSIS . - The  Sully  Hospital  is  maintained  by  the  King  Edwac 
Vll  National  Memorial  Association,  and  accommodation  is  provided  for 
300  patients  - 150  men  and  150  women.  In  addition,  there  are  five 
Post-operative  Recovery  beds  and  six  beds  for  sick  staff.  Of  the  300 
beds,  250  are  for  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  50  for  pulmonar 
cases  who  have  articular  lesions. 

(2)  MA TERN ITY , - During  the  year  there  has  been  a greater  demand  for 
the  institutional  treatment  of  maternity  cases.  This  has  been  brough 
about  by  the  increased  number  of  young  married  couples  living  in  room 
unsuitable  for  accouchement;  and  also  the  difficulty  experienced  by 
expectant  mothers  in  obtaining  assistance  during  their  r lying-in* 
period. 

This  has  resulted  -in  selecting  certain  types  of  case| 
for  admission  to  Institutions,  Only  complicated  cases  of  pregnancy, 
and  those  where  it  was  impossible  on  account  of  unsuitable  home 
conditions,  or  lack  of  adequate  home  help,  being  sanctioned  for 
admission  to  either  the  local  Woodland  Road  Nursing  Home,  or  the  City.

■nNTE-NATAL  CLINIC . - In  April,  194-5,  the  number  of  expectant  mothers 
attending  the  Clinic  was  found  to  be  so  great  that  adequate  individual 
attention  could  not  be  given,  so  it  was  decided  to  hold  an  extra  session 
per  week.  The  Clinic  now  functions  twice  weekly.  The  personnel  consists 
of  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  two  Health  Visitors.

ORTHOPAEDICS . - Cases  of  physically  defective  children  under  school  ago 
are  referred  from  the  Centres  to  the  Prince  of  Wales1  Hospital,  Cardiff, 
for  treatment.  The  expenses  incurred  in  necessitous  cases  are  paid  out 
of  the  Funds  of  the  Neale  Trust. 

During  the  year,  19  cases  received  remedial  treatment  at 

the  Hospital. 

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION.  - The  Barry  Borough  Council  Is  the  Registration 
and  Supervising  Authority  under  Part  1 of  the  Children  Act,  1908.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Health  Visitors  are  the  appointed  Infant 
Protection  Visitors.  There  are  7 adopted  children  on  the  Register  and 
they  are  visited  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Health ; Visitors . 

PREVALENCE  OF,  A" J CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

(a)  Notifiable  Diseases.  - 670  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  were  notified 
during  tho  year  as  compared  with  214  for  the  previous  yearl96  were  removed 
to  Hospital  and  the  rein;  inder  treated  at  home.  A complete  tabulated 
statement  of  all  notifiable  diseases  that  occurred  during  the  year  is 

attached, 

SCARLET  FEVER.  - During  the  year  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  increased. 
183  cases  were  notified,  and  of  these  165  were  removed  to  hospital, 

DIPHTilER IA.  - The  \ ’o valence  of  this  disease  decreased  during  the  year, 
there  be ing  25  case  notified.  Of  these  25  were  admitted  to  Hospital. 

In  addition  55  othe?  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  treated  for 
various  non-diphther  tic  conditions  such  as  tonsillitis,  quinsy,  Vincent’s 
angina,  and  septic  c-c editions  of  nose  and  throat. 

There  wore  no  deaths  amongst  cases  of  Diphtheria,  The  case 
fatality  rate  for  this  disease  was  0.0  por  cent,  the  "attack"  rate  being 
0.68  per  1,000  population.

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA,  - During  the  year,  2 cases  were  notified  as  compared 
with  2 for  1942,  Both  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital. 

PNEUMONIA . - 18  cases  of  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  we re  notified  during  the 
year,  compared  with  1 for  1942,  The  death-rate  was  0.519  per  1,000 
population  as  compared  with  0,516  for  1942, 

ERYSIPELAS . - This  disease  showed  an  increase  during  the  year,  8 cases 
were  notified  as  against  2 during  the  preceding  year. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM,  - This  disease  has  already  been  referred  to 
under  the  section  dealing  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work, 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS,  - No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

CEREBRO- SPINAL  FEVER.  - 1 case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  1943 
and  admitted  to  Hospital.  The  death-rate  was  0,0  per  1,000  population. 

MEASLES . - This  disease  showed  a marked  increase  during  the  year, 

368  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  1 in  1942,  Three  deaths  occurred! 
The  dearh-rate  being0.082  per  1,000  population, 

WHOOPING  COUCH,  - 12  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
2 deaths  occurred  during  the  period.  The  death-rate  being  0,054  per 
1,000  population. 

TUBERCULOSIS , - Pulmonary:  Thirty-nino  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 

were  notified  during  the  year  ad  compared  with  thirty-five  for  1942, 

OTHER  FORMS  TUBERCULOSIS.  - 11  cases  of  Other  Forms  of  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  1943,  as  compared  with  12  for  1942, 

The  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  0.793  per  1,000  popul- 
ation, as  compared  with  0,671  for  1942, 

The  death-rate  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0.109  per  1,000 
population,  as  compared  with  0,129  for  1942,

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925.  - It  was 

not  necessary  to  take  action  under  these  Regulations,  relating  to 
Tuberculous  employees  in  the  milk  trade. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172.  - No  action  was  taken  under  this 
section,  which  empowers  the  Council  to  apply  for  an  Order  for  the  remov£ 
to  hospital  of  infectious  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 

(b)  Non-Notif iable  Diseases.  - Influenza.  - This  disease  is  not  compulse 
notifiable,  apart  from  Influenzal  pneumonia.  Influenza  was  registered 
as  the  cause  of  6 deaths  in  1943,  as  compared  with  6 in  1942, 


Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases, 


Dr  *B  • A. Thomas,  Medical  OlTicor  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
Branch  Clinic,  Barry,  has  kindly  conpilod  the  following  report  in 
connection  with  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  at  Barry  during 
1943. 

The  figures  for  1943,  did  not  differ  markedly  from  those  of  the 
previous  year*  They  indicate  clearly,  however,  that  the  great 
majority  of  the  patients  attending  the  Clinic  are  seamen,  and  that 
lereal  disease  does  not  reach  a high  incidence,  among  the  natives 

of  Barry. 

The  1 .-•ml  at  ion  33  B,  which  under  certain  circumstances,  makes 
treatment  for  venereal  disease  compulsory,  has  not  had  any  great 
application  in  this  district.  Seamen  rarely  stay  3-ong  in  port,  and 
in  most  cases,  know  the  contact  only  by  some  fictitious  Christian  name. 

The  propaganda  campaign  was  commenced  during  the  year.  Lectures 
have  been  delivered  in  the  town  and  posters  liberally  displayed. 

It  seems  likely  that  the  now  British  preparation,  penicillin, 
will  in  the  ensuing  years  play  a bi  Dart  in  exterminating  gonorrhoea. 
It  is  also  said  to  be  effective  in  syphilis.  So  far  it  is  not  freely 
available  for  civilian  use.

Infants,  aged  2-5  years.  - These  are  seen  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  and  on  routine  home  visits,  and  are, therefore,  kept  under 
constant  supervision.  On  tho  whole  these  children  are  found  to  be 
clean  and  well  cared  for*  In  exceptional  cases  it  is  found  that  mothers 
generally  respond  to  help  and  advice. 

School  Children.  - In  this  area  where  Health  Visitors  are  also  School 
Nurses  the  children  are  given  weekly  cleanliness  inspections  with 
special  attention  given  to  verminous  heads,  followed  up  by  home  visits 
to  advise  the  mothers  regarding  the  cleansing*  Steel  combs  are  lent 

and  Le thane  Oil  given. 

Ado lege  cut  s . - These  are  the  most  difficult  to  sec  and  instruct,  they 
are  either  at  work  or  not  at  hone • Everything  is  beii  done  to  get 
in  touch  with  them  and  advising  frequent  washing  of  the  hair  etc., 
as  recommended  by  the  Circular.  In  their  absence  the  mother  is 
advised  regarding  treatment  and  prevention* 

In  all  throe  classes,  the  troublesome  ones  are  mostly 
found  in  houses  that  arc  overcrowded. 
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Meat Ins pec tlon. 

Localised  tuberculosis  is  still  the  reason  for  the  largest  quantity 
of  meat  and  bovine  organs  being  condemned  at  the  Abattoir*  Generalised 
and  advanced  tuberculosis  which  necessitates  the  total  condemnation  of 
the  carcase  and  organs  is  not  so  evddent . 

The  incidence  of  parasitic  disease,  especially  amongst  sheep  and 
cattle,  affecting  the  liver  is  still  very  high,  and  necessitates  the 
condemnation  of  a high  percentage  of  these  organs. 

A number  of  animals  are  sent  to  the  Abattoir  as  casualties  on  simply 
notification  by  the  owners  to  the  District  Chairman,  but  in  my  opinion, 
there  should  be  some  veterinary  control  over  this  procedure,  as  many  cas 
which  are  sent  lo  the  Abattoir,  if  previously  examined  by  a Veterinary 
Surgeon  would  have  been  sent  to  the  Knackers’  lard* 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA . 


WATER  o - Barry  has  an  excellent  supply  of  water  from  the  Taff  Pechan 
Water  Supply  Board.  The  chemical  analyses  of  the  water  are  satis- 
factory, whilst  the  bacteriological  results  indicate  a water  of  good 
bacterial  quality, 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . - There  are  no  streams  of  any  size  in  the  area. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . - There  are  two  main  sea  outfall  systems  of 
sewerage  disposal  in  the  area,  one  situated  at  Cold  Knap  in  the 
western  end,  and  the  other  at  Bendrlck  Rocks  in  the  eastern  end  of 
the  town.  The  sewers  discharge  below  low  water  mark. 

Three  small  septic  tank  installations 
operate  in  the  west  end  of  the  district,  but  these  will  be  done  away 
with  when  an  additional  sewer  is  constructed  in  the  Porthkerry  Park 
area. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  farmsteads  and 
outlaying  houses,  all  other  premises  are  connected  to  the  public 
sewer .

PREMISES  & OCCUPATIONS  CONTROLLED  BY  BYELAWS  OR  REGULATIONS,  - 

Particulars  of  inspection,  and  action  taken  in  respect  of  premises 
controlled  by  Byelaws  and  Regulations  are  detailed  in  the  summary  of 
sanitary  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.  - There  is  only  one  common  lodging  house  in 
the  district , registered  to  accommodate  32  persons.  This  house  has 
been  frequently  inspected  and  the  Byelaws  found  to  be  generally  well 
observed. 


The  accommodation  is  more  than  sufficient 

to  meet  the  requirements. 


SEAMEN *S  LODGING  HOUSES.  - There  are  55  seamen's  lodging  houses  in 
the  district,  registered  to  accommodate  343  seamen.  The  houses  are 
well  kept  and  regulated,  and  are  subject  to  constant  supervision. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS.  - There  are  only  a few  tents,  vans  and  sheds 
in  the  district,  and  little  difficulty  is  experienced  with  them. 

FACTORIES . - The  factories  and  workshops  in  the  district  have  been 
systematically  inspected  and  the  details  are  set  out  in  table  below

HOUSING. 


(a)  CLEARANCE  & IMPROVEMENT  AREAS.  - Barry  is  a 
comparatively  new  t own  and  consequently  no  areas  have  "been  scheduled 
for  "Clearance”  or  "Improvement". 

(h)  DEMOLITIONS.  - The  few  houses  that  were  unfit  for 
human  habitation  have  already  been  demolished. 

HOUSING  REPAIRS.  ~ Every  effort  is  being  made  to  carry  out  the 
^revisions  of  the  Housing  Acts;  shortage  of  labour  and  materials 
have  made  it  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  a satisfactory 
standard. 

DRAINS . - During  the  year  98  drains  were  tested  upon  complaint  or 
after  repairs  had  been  carried  out.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in 
previous  reports  that  all  drains  are  subject  to  inspection  before 
being  closed  in. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  - The  bi-weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the 
daily  removal  of  trade  refuse  Is  carried  out  by  means  of  mechanical 
transport.  Salvage  work  in  connection  with  the  war  effort  is 
maintained  In  conjunction  with  public  cleansing  and  trucks  are 
attached  to  freighters  in  order  that  suitable  material  can  be  kept 
separate  from  the  ordinary  household  refuse,  which  is  conveyed  to 
the  Refuse  Destructor  and  burnt. 

BED  BUG.  - Eighty- one  complaints  were  investigated  as  to  the 
presence  of  bed  bugs,  and  generally  speaking,  the  reports  indicated 
only  slight  infestation. 

In  Corporation  houses,  employees  are  sent  to  disinfest 
by  means  of  insecticides,  blow-lamps,  etc.,  and  in  privately  owned 
houses,  instructions  are  given  as  to  the  best  means  of  dealing  with 
bugs;  insecticides  are  provided  by  the  Health  Department. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY.  - Fifty- two  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the 
year  and,  of  these,  nineteen  were  reported  unsatisfactory.  In  such 
cases,  steps  were  taken  with  a view  to  the  improvement  of  methods 
of  production,  and  advice  given  as  to  the  probable  cause  of  the 
unsatisfactory  results.  Follow-up  samples  were  taken  In  all  cases 
until  satisfactory  results  were  obtained. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1956.  - Two  retailers  are 
licensed  for  the  distribution  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  two  for 
Pasteurised  milk  and  three  for  Accredited  milk. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES.  - There  are  18  producers  and  103  retailers  of 
milk  within  the  area  of  the  Council;  and,  generally  speaking, 
premises  of  both  producers  and  retailers  were  kept  in  satisfactory 
condition.  The  quantity  of  milk  produced  within  the  area  is 
relatively  small,  probably  amounting  to  not  more  than  30/o  of  the 
quantity  consumed.

The  ’Holder’ 
process  system  is  In  use  and  no  ’flash'  pasteurisation  plants  are 
in  operation  in  the  district. 

MEAT  INS PECT I ON . - Meat  inspection  in  butchers'  shops  Is  carried  out 
by  your  sanitary  inspectors  and,  during  the  year,  3243  lbs.  of  meat 
were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  All  such  meat  was  made 
use  of  for  animal  and  poultry  feeding.  The  premises  of  retailers 
were  found  to  be  well  maintained  and  oractically  all  were  equipped 
with  up-to-date  refrigeration  plants. 

FOOD  INSPECTION.  - Food  inspections  were  regularly  carried  out 
and,  during  the  year,  4968  lbs.  of  various  foods  were  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 
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SHOPS  AND  OFFICES.  - The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  have  been 
enforced,  but  restrictions  placed  upon  trade  has  resulted  in 
much  shorter  hours  being  worked  than  was  formerly  the  case. 

(SMOKE  ABATEMENT . - In  view  of  instructions  received  from  the 
Ministry,  no  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  to  deal  with 
any  complaint  as  to  the  undue  emission  of  smoke.
